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PREFACE 


The  Inventory  ol"'  Federal  Arcliives  in  the  States  is   one   of  the 
products  of  the  xvork  of  the  Survey  of  Federal  Archives,   xvhich 
operated  as  a  nation-v/ide  project  of  the  Ij'orks  Progress  Adiiiinis- 
tration  from  January  1,   1936  to  June  50,   1937,   and  has  been 
continued  in  Massachusetts  since  that  date  as  a  state  project  of 
that  Administration. 

The  plan  for  the  organization  of  the  Inventory  is  as  follows: 
Series  I   consists  of  reports  on  the   adiiinistration  of  the  Survey, 
acknowledgments,   and  general  discussions  of  the   location,    condition, 
and  content   of  federal  archives  in  the  states.     Succeeding  series 
contain  the   detailed  information  secured  by  xforkers  of  the  Survey, 
in  inventory  form,   a  separate   series  number  being  assigned  to  each 
of  the  executive  departinents   (e:ccept  the  Department  of  State)    and 
other  major  units  of  the  Federal  Government.     Within  each  series 
No.   1  is  a  general  introduction  to  the   field  organization  and 
recxDrds  of  the  governi^iental  agency  concerned;   the  succeeding  numbers 
contain  the   inventory  proper,   separate  numbers  being  assigned  to 
each  state   in  alphabetical  order.     Thus,   in  each  series,   the   in- 
ventory for  Alabaraa  is  No.    2,   that  for  Arizona  No.   3,   that  for 
Arkansas  No.  4,   etc. 

For  each  local  office  information  regarding  each  series,   or  unit 
of  related  records,   is  presented  in  the   following  order:      title, 
inclusive  dates   ("to  date''   indicating  an  open  file  at  the  time  the 
information  was   secured) ,   general  description  of  informational  con- 
tent,  description  of  the   system  of  filing  or  indexing  (if  any),   a 
statement   of  frequency  and  purpose   of  use,   form  of  the  record  it- 
self (bound  volumes,   sheets  in  folders,    etc.),   linear  footage, 
description  of  the  containers,   physical  condition  of  the   records 
(not  stated  if  satisfactory) ,   location  by  room  number  or  other 
identifying  information,   and  finally,   the  number  of  the  Form  58SA 
on  which  this  information  vfas  oriciinally  recorded  by  a  Survey  worker 
and  from  vihich  it  vjas  abstracted  for  the  Inventory.     This  form  is 
on  file   in  The  National  Archives.     17hen  it  contains  substantial 
information  on  addenda  sheets  wliich  has  not  been  included  in  the 
mimeographed  abstract,   indication  of  this  is  given  by  use  of  the 
reference   "See  addenda." 

In  Massachusetts  the  vrark  of   the     Survey  has  been  under  the 
direction  of  ]\tr.   J.  IT.  McElroy.     This  Inventory  of  the  records  of  ■ 
the  Department  of  Labor  in  Massachusetts  was  prepared  in  the  Boston 
office  of  the  Survey  and  was  edited  before  final  typing  by  Miss 
Elizabeth  Edwards  of  the  Washington  office.

In  1890  an  imraigration  station  was  established  at  Long  wharf,  Boston, 
to  succeed  an  immigration  office  operated  by  the  Comnionwealth  of  Massa- 
chusetts, which  had  been  in  existence  many  years.  Part  of  the  station's 
staff  which  vras  concerned  with  Chinese  ijjiai.gration,  occupied  an  office 
at  15  India  Street,  This  office  and  its  successors  continued  to  occupy 
these  quarters  until  1921,  serving  from  1890  to  1903  under  the  Super- 
intendent of  ImipJ-sration,  Treasury  Department;  from  1905  to  1906  under 
the  Bureau  of  Iiomifjration,  Department  of  Commerce  and  Labor;  and  from 
1906  to  the  present  date  under  Immigration  Bureaus,  Services,  and 
Departments  as  outlined  belovj.  In  1921  its  offices  were  transferred 
to  a  building  located  in  East  Boston,  v;hich  had  been  erected  for  the 
needs  of  this  Service,  In  August  1933  upon  the  consolidation  of  the 
Immigration  and  Naturalization  Bureaus  all  activities  of  this  station 
were  placed  under  the  control  and  direction  of  the  district  commissioner. 
From  the  date  of  its  establishment  in  1890  most  of  its  records  are  in- 
tact and  are  reported  herein. 

The  immj-gration  branch  of  this  agency,  in  effect  the  successor  of  a 
Federal  immigration  station  established  in  1890,  maintains  its  offices 
in  a  Government-owned  building  in  East  Boston,  Its  jurisdiction  covers 
the  entire  states  of  Massachusetts,  Rhode  Island,  and  Connecticut;  the 
greater  part  of  Maine  and  New  Hampshire;  and  two  counties  in  Vermont, 
It  also  maintains  a  station  for  pre-examnation  in  Yarmouth,  Nova  Scotia. 

The  district  commissioner's  headquarters  are  located  in  the  Post 
Office  and  Court  House  Building.  Serving  under  the  district  commission- 
er, the  district  director,  v/ith  a  staff  of  inspectors,  examiners,  inter- 
preters, and  cler'cs  at  the  East  Boston  offices,  supervises  immigration 
activities  of  the  agency;  and  an  assistant  district  director  with  a 
similar  staff  at  the  main  Boston  offices  supervises  all  naturalization 
activities. 

To  supervise  naturalization  vrork  in  specific  courts  designated  by  an 
act  of  Congress,  aiaproved  June  29,  1906,  this  Office  was  established 
in  Boston  shortly  after  the  passage  of  that  act.  It  functioned  as  a 
unit  of  the  Bureau  of  Immigration  and  Naturalization  under  the  Depart- 
ment of  Commerce  and  Labor  until  1913,  By  act  of  Congress,  approved 
£Lrch  4,  1913  the  Department  of  Labor  was  created  and  the  Immigration 
and  Naturalization  Services  were  separated  and  transferred  to  this  nevr 
Department.  On  August  10,  1933,  the  Bureau  of  Immigration  and  the  Bureau 
of  Naturalization  ware  consolidated  and  became  knovm  as  the  Immigration 
and  Naturalization  Service, 


Immigration  and  Naturalization  Service,  Boston 


Originally  established  in  the  old  Post  Office  Building  and  later 
moved  to  quarters  in  Young's  Hotel,  offices  of  the  naturalization  branch 
of  this  agency  have  since  1933  been  maintained  in  their  present  location 
in  the  new  Post  Office  and  Court  House  Building.  The  district  over 
which  the  naturalization  branch  has  jurisdiction  is  congjrised  of  the 
entire  New  England  states  and  two  counties  in  the  state  of  Nevf  York, 
There  are  suboffices  in  Gloucester  and  New  Bedford,  Massachusetts; 
Bangor  and  Portland,  Maine;  Providence,  Rhode  Island;  Hartford,  Connecti- 
cut; and  Yarmouth,  Nova  Scotia.
